WADOO WILL ORDER LOW 
TOURIST FARES TO 
COAST. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—Direc- 
tor-General McAdoo has practically 
decided to make liberal winter tour- 
ist rates for California for the cc™m- 
ing winter. Just when the formal 
announcement will be made is not 
yet known, but the whole matter of 
winter rates for California has been 
in the hands of the traffic experts 
of the Railroad Administration for 
several Gays upcn direct reference of 
the director-general himself with or- 
ders to place the recommendations 
for low rates before him at the 
earliest possible moment.

DOWNS THREE PLANES 
IN TWENTY SECONDS. 


RENE FONCK HAS DE- 
STROYED SIXTY ENEMY 
MACHINES, 


(SY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.] 

PARIS, Aug. 20.—Lieut. Rene 
Fonck, the famous French aviator, 
who shot down three German air- 
planes on August 14, as announced 
officially Sunday, accounted for all 
three of them in the record-breaking 
time of twenty seconds. 

Fonck went out escorted by two 
patrolling machines. After cruising 
for ten minutes, he surprised four 
enemy two-seater battleplanes flying 
in Indian file with only a few hun- 
dread yards between each. The 
French flyer fell upon the first 
enemy machine with his machine 
gun. It fell in flames in ten serc- 
onds. Later he got his sights on 
the second machine with the same 
result. The third dodged sideways 
before Fonck could take aim and 
escaped, but by a swift turn of the 
rudder he dashed at the fourth air- 
Plame and sent it down to join the 
firet two. 

LAeut. Rene Fonck, recognized as 
the greatest French air fichter since 
Capt. Guynemer, is credited with 
bringing down sixty enemy airplanes. 
Of these he downed six in one day 

the course of two patrols. 

A little over a year ago Lieut. 
Fonck entered the aerial service as 
a pilot of an airplane regulating ar- 
tiliery fire. After about twenty days 
of this service, during which he 
defeated two German planes which 
had attempted to interfere with hisx 
work, he was put into a squadron of 
pursuit machines. Fight days later 
he was officially cited as an ace, 
having destroyed his fifth airplane. 
He its only 23 years old.

WATER POWER BILL 
DEBATED IN HOUSE. 


(BY A. FP. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.~-Debate 
began in the House tcday on the ad- 
ministration water power bill pro- 
viding a leasing system for develop- 
ment of power projects on navigable 
streams. Representative Ferris of 
Oklahoma, chairman of the Public 
Lands Committee and a member of 
the Joint Committee on Water Pow- 
er, led a fight for modification of the 
so-called “recapture clause” so as to 
give the Federal government or any 
municipality the right to take ovér 
plants at the explration of license 
periods by paying the actual] cost cf 
the development. 

Mr. Ferris filed a minority report 
contending the provision now in the 
bill requiring p@#yment of the amount 
of the “net investment” by the gov- 
ernment or a municipality would be 
tantamount tc a grant in perpetuity 
to privete interests. 

Representative Sinnott of Oregon, 
in a long speech urging the neces- 
sity for opening the way for water 
power development, contended that 
the net investment provision was 
fair. He declared that 600,000,000 
tons of ccal could be saved annually 
by full development of the nation’s 
water power resources. 

Representative Sinnott said, !f the 
Ferris proposal were adopted, it 
would be difficult to induce private 
capital to invest in power projects, 
because prospects of a return on the 
investment would not be sufficiently 
attractive. 

Representative Treadway of Mas- 
sachusetts, speaking on the ‘general 
water-power question, declared many 
thousands of horse power is being 
wasted throughout the East for the 
want of power development, and a 
similar statement was made by Rep- 
resentative Johnson of Washington 
with reference to the West.

SEVEN STORIES HE 
LEAPS; CANNOT DIE. 


GRIEF-STRICKEN OVER WIFE'S 
1088, MAN VAINLY TRIES 
TO COMMIT SUICIDE. 


A headlong leap out of the sev- 
enth-story window of the Pacific 
Electric Building at Sixth and Main 
streets failed yesterday to bring 
courted death to E. P. Michener of 
No. 1217 East Twenty-third street. 
Whirling around and around, Mich- 
ener struck a trolley guy wire a 
few feet away from the sidewalk, 
bounced upward, again was caught 
by the thin steel strand, and finally 
dropped to the sidewalk. 

A deep laceration on the head and 
a belt-like bruise around the waist 
where the wire held and broke the 
force of the blow, were all the vis!- 
ble signs of the man’s leap. Physt- 
clans at the Receiving Hospital said 
the man will live unless internal in- 
juries develop. 4 


Grief over the death of his wife, 
combined with the effects of a re- 
cent lliness, were the motives be- 
hind the suicidal attempt that 
thrilled hundreds of passers-by and 
endangered other lives. “I want to 
die, why can’t I die?” sobbed the 
man. 

“It wag one of the most terrify- 
Ing sights I ever saw,” declared Pa- 
trolman H. E. Miller, who was stand- 
ing on the opposite corner at the 
time. “That body just kept on turn- 
ing over and over, and when it hit 
the wire it just bounced right up 
again, and seemed to go up and 
down several times, as if balancing 
itself,”’ 

Operator of elevator No. 2 tn the 
Pacific Electric Building saw the 
leap from the other end. He was 
the man who carried Michener to 
the seventh floor, and stood terrified 
when he saw wis passenger rush out 
of the cage, run toward the hall 
window, and dive headlong into the 
street. It was the lurch forward 
that carried Michener clear of the 
building and took him far enough 
to fall over the wire. 

The tragedy from which he sought 
escape by death was told by two 
thick, edge-worn letters found in 
Michener’s pockets. They were from 
New York, written by a friend of his 
wife, and told of the death of Mrs. 
Michener about a month ago. 

Miss Ella Michener of No, 1217 
East Twenty-third street, a_ sister, 
and Miss Blanche Turner, a friend 
of the family, supplied the details 
of the death of Mrs. Michener, who 
was a department buyer for Liebes 
& Co. of San Francisco. 

Mrs. Michener left Callfornia In 
July and went on a business trip to 
New York. There she was suddenly 
taken ill and underwent a major op- 
eration in a New York hospital. Come 
Plications brought on death on the 
day Mr. Michener left Los Angeles. 
The man met the body tin Chicago, 
where it Was buried, and returned 
with the 10-year-old daughter, Elna 
Mae, arriving in Los Angeles Mon- 
day. 

Michener was emploved by the A. 
F. George Company, dealers in agri- 
cultural Implements. He was sched- 
uled to go out on a sales trip into 
the near-by cities. He has been in 
indifferent health since an auto ac- 
cident a year ago.

Although the children and their 
mamma desired a reconciliation, the 
spirit medium is eald to have in- 
formed Morris and Hattie that the 
best way to bring it about was 
through papa’s cash register. The 
boy and his sister confessed that 
they extracted money from their fa- 
ther’s till for the last two months, 
giving it tc: Mrs. Weisman. 

When the money was slow in 
forthcoming the medium is said to 
have cautioned the children that 
“the spirits are after’ them and 
they had better bring her the pelf. 

It was learned yesterday that the 
activities of Mrs, Weisman in other 
spirit fields as well as Los Anzeles 
have been under investigation by the 
District Attorney.

INDICT VENICE POLIC 
CHIEF AND ATTORNEY. 


Canadian’s Own Lawyer Accused of His 
Illegal Detention and Fraud. 


ARRY RAYMOND, Chief of 
H Police of Venice, and Frank 

Allender, Los Angeles attor- 
ney, were indicted by the county 
grand jury late yesterday afternoon 
in connection with charges of fraud 
and unlawful detention made by 
James Alexander Johnston, wealthy 


resident of Ontario, Can. 

The indictment was returned be- 
fore Superior Judge Willis, who fixed 
ball in each case at $1600. The de- 
fendants will be arraigned before 
Judge Houser at 10 o'clock this 
morning. 

The indictment of Raymond and 
Allender comes after a two weeks’ 
investigation of charges made by Mr. 
Johnston that he was arrested in 
Venice and detained three weeks by 
the Venice police. To gain his lb- 
erty he made the statement to 
Deputy District Attorneys Cryer and 
Selph that he had paid certain per- 
sons in the beach city $2450, follew- 
ing which he was put on an Over- 
land train and warned to return to 
Canada and not show himself in 
California again. 

Mr. Johnston, who is a wholesale 
druggist owning considerable prop- 
erty in Los Angeles and Canada, was 
arrested in Venice the latter part of 
July on a charge that he had uttered 
seditious statements. Bail wag fixed 
at $15,000. 

Mr. Johnston strenuously dented 
the accusation and when the Fed- 
eral authorities failed to take action 
in the matter after an investigation, 
his bail was reduced to $10,000 and 
the charge changed to one of dis- 
turbing the peace.

DOWNS THREE PLANES 
IN TWENTY SECONDS.

IMEUT. RENE FONCK HAS DE- 
STROYED SIXTY ENEMY 
MACHINES, 


(SY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.] 

PARIS, Aug. 20.—Lieut. Rene 
Fonck, the famous French aviator, 
who shot down three German air- 
planes on August 14, as announced 
officially Sunday, accounted for all 
three of them in the record-breaking 
time of twenty seconds. 

Fonck went out escorted by two 
patrolling machines. After cruising 
for ten minutes, he surprised (four 
enemy two-seater battleplanes flying 
in Indian file with only a few hun- 
dread yards between each. The 
French flyer fell upon the first 
enemy machine with his machine 
gun. It fell in flames in ten serc- 
onds. Later he got his sights on 
the second machine with the same 
result. The third dodged sideways 


escaped, but by a swift turn of the 
rudder he dashed at the fourth alir- 
Plane and sent it down to join the 
first two. 

LAeut. Rene Fonck, recognized as 
the greatest French air fichter since 
Capt. Guynemer, is credited with 
bringing down sixty enemy airplanes. 
Of these he downed six in one day 
jn the course of two patro!s. 

A little over a year ago Lieut. 
Fonck entered the aerial service as 
a pilot of an airplane regulating ar- 
tiliery fire. After about twenty days 
of this service, during which he 
defeated two German planes which 
had attempted to interfere with his 
work, he was put into a squadron of 
pursuit machines. Fight days later 
he was officially cited as an ace, 
having destroyed his fifth airplane. 
He ts only 22 vears old.

WATER POWER BILL 


DEBATED IN HOUSE. 


(BY & FP. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.~-Debate 


began in the House tcday on the ad- 
ministration water power bill pro- 
viding a leasing system for develop- 
ment of power projects on navigable 
streams. Representative Ferris of

sity for opening the way for water 
power development, contended that 
the net investment provision was 
fair.

Te relief cargo, it was stated yesterday at the Chamber of Commerce, is consigned directly 
Peach Red Cross Society for distribution by the Society for the Relief of French Civilians.

Of the contributions of Angelenos 
and other Southern Californians for 
this relief shipment, about $25,000 
was made in cash, which was em- 
ployed by the committee, of which 
Arthur Letts was chairman, to buy 
various food products. 

The response of the people of the 
Scuthland to the appeal of the com- 
mittee which launched the relief 
movement was commented upon by 
the committee members at the time 
as being one of the finest exhibitions 
of practical sympathy ever seen in 
the country.

ARRESTED FOR 


SEVEN STORIES HE 
LEAPS; CANNOT DIE. 


GRIEF-STRICKEN OVER WIFE'S 
LOSS, MAN VAINLY TRIES 
TO COMMIT SUICIDE. 


A headlong leap out of the sev- 
enth-story window of the Pacific 
Electric Building at Sixth and Main 
streets failed yesterday to bring 
courted death to E. P. Michener of 
No. 1217 East Twenty-third street. 
Whirling around and around, Mich- 
ener struck a trolley guy wire a 
few feet away from the sidewalk, 
bounced upward, again was caught 
by the thin steel strand, and finally 
dropped to the sidewalk. 

A deep laceration on the head and 
a belt-like bruise around the waist 
where the wire held and broke the 
force of the blow, were all the vis!- 
ble signs of the man’s leap. Physit- 
clans at the Receiving Hospital said 
the man will live unless internal in- 
juries develop. 


Grief over the death of his wife, 
combined with the effects of a re- 
cent illness, were the motives be- 
hind the suicidal attempt that 
thrilled hundreds of passers-by and 
endangered other lives. “I want to 
die, why can’t I die?” sobbed the 
man. 

“It wag one of the most terrify- 
ing sights I ever saw,” declared Pa- 
trolman H. E. Miller, who was stand- 
ing on the opposite corner at the 
time. “That body just kept on turn- 
ing over and over, and when it hit 
the wire it just bounced right up 
again, and seemed to go up and 
down several times, as if balancing 
itself,”’ 

Operator of elevator No. 2 tn the 
Pacific Electric Building saw the 
leap from the other end. He was 
the man who carried Michener to 
the seventh floor, and stood terrified 
when he saw wis passenger rush out 
of the cage, run toward the hall 
Window, and dive headlong into the 
street. It was the lurch forward 
that carried Michener clear of the 
building and took him far enough 
to fall over the wire. 

The tragedy from which he sought 
escape by death was told by two 
thick, edge-worn letters found in 
Michener's pockets. They were from 
New York, written by a friend of his 
wife, and told of the death of Mrs. 
Michener about a month ago. 


Miss Ella Michener of No, 1217 
East Twenty-third street, a_ sister, 


and Miss Blanche Turner, a friend 
of the family, supplied the details 
of the death of Mrs. Michener, who 
was a department buyer for Liebes 
& Co. of San Francisco.

PROFITEERING. 


Investigation is Concluded by 
Federal Official. 


Says More Houses are Crying 
Need at Present Time. 


Accommodation for Many are 
Added During July. 


Investigations by Henry W. Morse, 
who is in charge of housing in this 
district for the United States Ship- 
ping Board, has so far revealed no 
cases of profiteering by Los Angeles 
Harbor, Wilmington and Long Beach 
landlords, due to the shortage of 
houses for shipbullders at these 
places, it was declared yesterday... 

“I have investigated a number of 


cases of reported profiteering,” said 
Mr. Morse yesterday, “and I have 
failed to find one case where a land- 
lord was securing more than a 12 
per cent. rent on his investment. The 
government holds, and real estate 
men and bankers agreé, that this 
return on real estate equals 6 per 
cent. on personal property. In one 
case I found that the owner had 
paid $3000 for a house which was 
not worth it, and that he in turn 
charged $30 rent, which was too 
much rent, but was a fair return 
on the price the owner had paid for 
the house. We find that shipbulld- 
ers are outbidding each other in 
some cases for houses in the matter 
of t offered the landlords. More 
hotses are certainly needed.” 

The City Planning Association is 
preparing to make a census of all 
vacant-house lots at the harbor, 
work out a table of standardized 
land values, and then go to the Los 
Angeles banks and the clearinghouse 
to see if, after the fourth Liberty 
Loan drive is over, the banks will 
not lend money to build houses at 
the harbor.

PAID THOUSAND 
IN DRAFT PLOT. 


Mother Tells of Smuggling 
Son to Mexico. 


Ashamed of Transaction, She 
Burned Check Book. 


“Gen.” Zogg “Cans” Attorney |. 


Trial Resumed Today. 


At the trial in Federal Judge 
Trippett’s court yesterday of “Gen.” 
Nicholas Zenn Zoggs, Edgecomb 
Pinchon and Berthold C. Huber, ac- 
cused of conspiracy to evade the 
draft, Mrs. Maud Huber, mother of 
Berthold C. Huber, testified that she 
had paid Norbert 8S. Myles $1000 by 
check to escort her son to Mexico 
so that he might escape military 


service. 

Myles was the only one of the de- 
fendants in this case who was not 
placed on trial yesterday, it being 
reported that he will be a witness# 
for the government. Indications are 
that Assistant United States Attor- 
neys Palmer and Lawson will at- 
tempt to prove that “Gen.” Zogg engt- 
neered the alleged scheme by which 
young Huber was to be taken into 
Mexico while his mother footed the 
bills. 

Mrs. Huber stated that Myles and 
Pinchon came to tell her that her 
son waa to be arrested and would 
probably get a ten-year sentence for 
failing to register for the draft. They 
offered to smuggle him tnto Mexico 
by automobile on payment of $1500, 
she testified. 

“Mr. Myles tol4 me he was on the 
staff of a German officer tn Mexico 
and that he would have no trouble 
in landing my son there,” the wit- 
ness sald. “He said that $1500 was 
reasonable as he sometimes 
as high as $4000 in such cases.” 


TALKED WITH SON. 


Mrs. Huber @id that Myles and 
Pinchon said they knew of the 
whereabouts of her son and would 
take her to him. With that she ac- 
companied them to the town of 
Phelan, on the desert east of Victor- 
ville, where she met her gon, she 
stated. 

“I had a talk with Berthold and 
he told me he 4!id not care about 
\Koing into Mexico. When Myles 
heard this he took my son aside and 
talked with him for half an hour. 
When my son returned to me he de- 
clared he was willing to go into 
Mexico.” 

Mrs. Huber, accompanied by 
Pinchon and Myles, then returned to 
Mrs. Huber’s Hollywood home to 
bring the transaction to a conctu- 
sion, the witness sald. On the way 
in they stopped for lunch at San 
Bernardino, where Mrs. Huber de- 
murred at the high cost of getting 
sons into Mexico, testified. 
Myles then told her the deal could 
be consummated on payment of 
$1000, to which she sald she agreed. 

BURNED CHECK BOOK. 


A daughter of Mra. Huber wrete 
out the amount of the check, mak- 
ing it payable to Norbert 8. Myles, 
Mrs. Huber said. The government 
| will claim that Mrs. Myles cashed. 
the check and obtained the money, 
turning it over to her husband. 
Asked what she had done with the 
check book and the stub showing 
the payment to Myles, Mrs. Huber 
replied: 

“I was so heartily ashamed of the 
entire proposition that I burned up 
the check book and stub.” 

Zogg gave his attorney, H. H. 
Roser, a espectacular dismissal when 
court convened yesterday morning. 
He rose in court and exclaimed: 
“Your Honor, to use an American 
expression such as you fellows use, 
I tied the can to my attorney yester- 


day.” 
Because he lacked counsel the 
case went over util 2 o'clock, at 


which time Ju@ge Trippet appointed 
Newton Kendal and L. B. Stanton 
to represent him. Pinchon and Hu- 
ber were represented by Attorney 
Chaim Shapiro. The trial will be 
resumed this morning at 10 o'clock.

HAT 18 IN THE GERMAN NODDLE? 
What do the Germans think about it? 

We have counted the odds and the con- 
clusion ig inevitable; there is no chance for 
Germany to win. 

The Germans, also being able to count, 
must have come to the same conclusion. 
What then is in the German mind and heart 
as they continue to fight a desperate and 
hopeless fight that can have but one ending? 

The answer is not very difficult. From 
their own mouths we know pretty well 
how the German have “figured it out.” 

Briefly stated, their hope is to hold the 
line on the west front while they build for 
themselves a strongly defended nest in 
Russia. 

The military caste, which stil] rules the 
German empire, states the case somewhat 
as follows to its own inner cofisclousness: 

“We have failed in our effort to lick 
the world and establish an empire reach- 
ing from the Persian Gulf to Hamburg. 
We have also made the whole world 
hate us. There will come a very hard 
time immediately following the war. We 
will have to suffer a trade boycott. The 
thing for us to do is to dig into Russia. We 
will build up a trade there to compen- 
sate us as far as possible for the world 
trade we are sure to lose. 

“Having bullied the Russians into a 
practical monopoy of their trade we 
will sit tight and wait. 

“We will carefully and secretly lay 
our plans for another war. Sooner or 
later, the nations now forming the En- 
tente will fall apart. Then our chance 
will come. We will leap at the throats 
of the separated Allies. We have made 
some serious mistakes in this war. We 
will not make them again. In the next 
war we will Whip the world to a stand- 
still.” 

That, in a nutshell, is the German idea. 

Had it been possible, the Germans would 
have wrenched the French and English 
armies apart; driven the British back into 
the channel; taken Paris and ended the war 
then and there last March. 

It not being possible (and they never 
more than half believed in it,) the Germans 
have fallen back on a substitute plan of 
national procedure as subtle and as danger- 
ous to the world as was the Mittel Europa 
scheme, now abandoned. 

This’ new plan, like all German world 
ideas, is a mixture of army, diplomacy and 
commerce. 

The real theory of the Kaiser's Hamburg- 
io-Begdad world dream was to cut England 
off from India and drive a tap pipe into 
African and South American trade. 

This world dream has now become an 
acknowledged impossibility. The Germans 
frankly admit that the efficient safeguarding 
of the Suez Canal, the British advance in 
Mesopotamia and conquest of Palestine have 
blocked the way to the Persian Gulf. 


The collapse of Russia, however, has pro- . 


vided a complete substitute for this enor- 
mous and far-reaching conspiracy. For the 
Hamburg-to-Bagdad idea, the Germans have 
simply substituted the “Looking toward the 
East” policy so dear to the heart of Bis- 
marck. 

It is in every way as dangerous as the 
other. It simply changes the route. In- 
stead of cutting England off from India, it 
has for its objective the penetration of India 
itself along a new route that borders the 
Caspian Sea and crosses Afghanistan. For 
the trade of Africa and South America, it 
substitutes the trade of Russia. 

With Russia as a meal] ticket, the Ger- 
mans figure that they can eke out a living 
until “Der Tag” comes again, when they 
hope to go crashing through the Khyber 
Pasg into India—the heart of the British 
empire. 

A certain time, however, must elapse be- 
fore they can establish themselves in Rus 
sia. To gain this time, they are fighting 
desperately to hold back the American and 
the French and the British on the west 
They have no hope left of victory in 
France, They are in their hearts resigned— 
coinpletely resigned to the surrender of Bel- 
gium. They want to hold Lorraine on ac- 
count of the iron mines. Otherwise they 
have no real ambitions in Western Europe. 

All they want is to keep us busy else- 
where while they build their commercial 
fences in Russia. Having done so, they will 
eagerly sue for peace. Then sit down and 
wait for a chance to bring about another 
world war. 

None of the above statements are guess- 
work. They are the demonstrable facts of 
the situation. 

Anyone with the slightest knowledge of 
military matters can see Germany already 
at work on her next world war. 

Her conspiracy to dig into Russia's com- 

merce and her plot to seize the Russian 
path to India can scarcely be called “con- 
spiracies” or “plots.” In the east, Ger- 
many is working flagrantly and in the 
open. 

Her specific plan has been made clear. 
She hopes to organize Russia into a suc- 
cession of little republics, each bound to 
herself by an organic treaty, and each subtly 
ecged into a sullen enmity against the other 


‘dinky little repuDlics, 


It cannot be denied that the scheme is 
devilish in its cleverness, The Kaiser takes. 
advantage of the fact that the Entente 
Allies are fighting for the right of self-deter- 
mination of small nations. Therefore he 
hatches out a republic in Finland and an- 
other in Poland, etc., and asks the Entente, 
“What! Would you force this poor little 
country to go back into the grip of tyrannt- 
cal Russia!” Meantime he maneuvers to 
control the aforesaid small.nations by Ger- 
man agents. 

Summing it up this {is what fs In the Ger- 
mag. mind at this juncture: 

To hold fast on the west front until they 
have arranged for the monopoly of Russian 
commerce; then peace at any cost of west- 
ern sacrifices. Then to wait for a chance 
to make another war. The first breach be- 
tween the nations now composing the En- 
tente will be the signal for the next war. 

“They got together and licked me this 
time,” snaris the Kaiser. “Next time I wil] 
see to it that they do not get together.” 

That is what is in the minds of the Ger- 
man military caste. 

What should be in our minds {s to see to 
it that there shall be no German military 
caste left to carry out this plot.

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NTELLIGENT VOTING. 

Another primary is upon us. The real 
election in November is fraught with grave 
responsibilities that may affect the final 
solution of world policies now in the mak- 
ing. At both these elections the word 
spoken by California must leave its mark 
on the general outcome. 

No more solemn obligation has been laid 
on the individual citizen than the duty of 
the ballot. Never in our history was the 
verdict of the American voter on the poli- 
cles pursued by the national leaders so full 
of meaning to all civilized people. In such 
times of stress and crises every loya) citi- 
zen will take care that his vote is regis- 
tered on every question and candidate, and 
so far as in him lies that it is cast for the 
best interests of the cause for which the 
country is fighting. This applies to State 
and local, as well as to national affairs. 

To use the ballot for base or unworthy 
objects ig criminal; to neglect its office is 
the worst form of vicious indifference: to 
vote carelessly or in ignorance is to demean 
the treasure of democracy. The scoundrel! 
who selis his vote does so with the full 
knowledge of his crime. The political 
slacker, lazily omitting to register or, hav- 
ing registered, to vote, is conscious of his 
neglected duty. But can every citizen who 
casts his vote for.this or that candidate, in 
favor of or against this or that measure, be 
sure that he is voting intelligently’? 

His case is different from the two former. 
If he votes tn error, it is not because he 
knows, but because he doesn't know: and 
the fault may be his own or somebody 
else's. Either the task of voting aright ts 
beyond his mental capacity—which should 
not be in a Jand where education is free— 
or he has been too occupied with his pri- 
vate affairs to inform himself correctly on 
public issues. 

The whole responsibility of intelligent 
voting, however, cannot be placed on the 

_ Voter alone. His duty toward the nation, 
the State and the city presumes a reciprocal 
duty on the part of these representative 
bodies toward the voter. As their part of 
the contract the machinery of elections 
should be made as simple and convenient 
as possible. Every device that complicates 
the machinery makes it more difficult for 
the conscientious citizen to vote intelligent- 
ly. Every added complication is an obstacle 
and a stumbling block in the path of demo- 
cratic government, 

In California it looks very much as 
though the State authorities had been doing 
everything possible to complicate the ma. 
chinery and so to befuddle and confuse the 
voter. Such far-fetched fads as the closed 
primary, the initiative, referendum and re- 
call have so obscured the plain voting sys- 
tem used by our fathers that the election 
machinery is no longer designed to accom- 
modate the voter, but the voter must ac- 
commodate the machine. 

The closed primary indeed goes a step 
further. It can not only prevent the voter 
from electing the most popular or deserv- 
ing man to office; it can also (skillfully 
manipulated) force into office the very last 
man the people wish to represent them. It 
quadruples the expense of filling public of- 
fices at a time when economy is vital to 
the life of the nation. It advertises the 
absurdity of a candidate standing on three 
or four different platforms at once, so that 
a creature of the Randal] pattern may ap- 


pear to really stride the world like a Colos- 


sus. With a multiptitity of names that have 
no meaning for him’ swamping the ballot 
sheet, how can the average citizen vote to 
best effect at the primary? 


Another expensive part of the election 
machinery that militates against intelligent 
voting is the Initiative. The initiative has 
cost Californians in the past $12,000,000 
and has placed on the statute book not one 
really useful law or ordinance. The fad- 
dists will employ it again, at the public 
expense, to exploit already discredited 
measttres (such as the Single Tax Bill) on 
the November ballot, besides Many new and 
untried pieces of experimental legislation. 
Placed on the bajlot, couched in language 
fenerally unintelligible to the man in the 
booth, frequently hiding a joker, the in- 
itiative amendment is too often a trap for 
the unwary, enabling some Interested politt- 
cian to put over a piece of ill-considered 
legislation that would never have stood the 
test of an open discussion on the floor of 
any constituted assembly. 

If many Californian voters find it difmfi- 
cult to master the intricacies of the Call- 
fornia ballot, it {s proof positive that this 
ballot should be simplified and restored so 
that every elector may have a chance to 


.vote intelligently, without being a trained 


lawyer or having studied civic government 
in a State university. Through the public 
ballot the voice of the plumber, the carpen- 
ter, the janitor and the farm laborer should 
be able to express itself, and to know with 
some degree of accuracy what will be the 
effect of that expression. Or complicated 
California electoral] machinery defeats this 
first alm of democratic government. Thrift 
and economy demand that In all things per- 
taining to the national life we get bacx to 
the main essentials. 


THE HIGH COST OF EATING. 

The old-fashioned housewife who went to 
market with a dollar bill in May, 1913, now 
carries 63 cents additional in the other 
pocket, if she expects to carry away as 
much in her basket as she got for the bill 
five years ago. This statement by the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics of the Labor De. 
partment fs based om an average of price 
increases in the staple food articles within 
the period mentioned. Three of the twen- 
ty-five articles considered show a boost of 
more than 100 per cent. in the retail price 
in that time, while the least increase, that 
for potatoes, was 38 per cent. That the 
altitudinous flights have not been checked 
is indicated by comparisons made of prices 
last May with those of the year before. The 
advances for the twelve months represent- 
ed a 5-per-cent. increase for all the princti- 
pal food articles, although seven showed a 
decline. Those ranging from 64 per cent. 
for potatoes to less than 1 per cent. for 
coffee, included onions, flour, sugar, beans 
and cheese between the two extremes. Ev!i- 
dences that nothing can entirely set asidg 
the operation of the law of supply and de- 
mand are found in the higher retail prices 
charged within the year for cornmeal, hens 
and pork chops, which have advanced from 
20 to 30 percent. These all figure as substi- 
tutes for other cereals and meats in the gen- 
eral food conservation programme laid down 
by the Food Administration. These recent 
advances in the retail prices of substitute 
articles indicate that the law of economics 
is no More to be abrogated by governmenta] 
fiat than that the tide should cease to flow 
in when ordered to do so by Canute.— 
(Thomas F. Logan in Leslie's.
